Mr. Parsons is a native Mis­ 
sourian, h aving been born in Sweet 
Springs, June 25 th , 18 7 2, wh ere 
h e lived until 18 7 8 , at wh ich time 
'h is parents moved to th e country. 
Here young Parsons worked until 
18 8 9, at wh ich time h e was grad- 


uated from th e Sweet Springs High 
sch ool and h is parents moved to 
Montana for th eir h ealth . 
He 
th en went to th e university of 
Mich igan at Ann Arbor, from 
wh ’ch h e graduated with h onors in 
18 93; 
th en entered into th e law 
department and wr;s 
graduated 
with h igh est h onors in 18 95 . 
In a 
contest for th e best th esis. Parson« ^ 
won over 35 0 oth er law students. 
Judges Cooley and Kirch ner mak­ 
ing th e award. 
Wh ile at Ann Arbor Mr, Par­ 
sons was elected president of th e 
University of Mich igan Republican 
club, wh ich h as a membersh ip of 
over 2,000—th e largest of its kind 
in th e United States. 
Wh ile pres­ 
ident of th is h e was one of th e 
originators and prime movers in 
organizing th e “ American College 
Republican League,” of wh ich all 
th e republican clubs of all univer­ 
sities are now members. 
At its 
birth President McKinley, Ch oate 
Hassett, Joh n M. Th urston and 
Senators Burrows and McMillan 
attended and made speech es.

F. Otley, 
of Ch icago, under th e firm name 
of Parsons & Otley, and th ey now 
enjoy a large and increasing prac­ 
tice in Saline. 
Mr. Parsons is th e 
present supervisor of census for th e 
Seventh district of Missouri, and 
employs about 160 men under h im. 
Mr. Parsons is a Knigh t Tem­ 
plar and a “ Son of th e Revolu­ 
tion,” h aving, a double title to th e 
last. 
On h is 
fath er’s side h is 
great-great-grandfath er 
was 
on 
Gen. Wash ington’s staff in th e 
war of th e revolution, and on h is 
moth er’s 
lide 
h is 
great-great- 
grandfath er was th e military gov­ 
ernor of Connecticut. 
Th e ances­ 
tors of h is fath er h ail from Vir­ 
ginia and of h is moth er from Ken­ 
tucky. His grandfath er was colonel 
in both th e Mexican and Confed­ 
erate wars and most all h is people 
were south ern 
sympath izers 
or 
actual participants in th e rebel­ 
lion. 
Mr. Parsons is a clear, logical 
and fluent speaker, a zealous work­ 
er and a th orough student of h is­ 
tory, politics and economics. 
He 
studied all under such men as 
Cooley, Adams, Carroll D. Wrigh t, 
Seligman, Joh n Fiske, 
Wilson, 
and oth er eminent economists. His 
campaign may be expected to be of 
a sch olarly, h igh class and convinc­ 
ing nature.

“ Two of th e men are in th e city 
jail and th e oth er, Finn, h as been 
arrested near Springfield, wh ile 
trying to escape on a th rough 
freigh t for St. Louis.

“ Th e boys h ave been in several 
figlits and close places before, and 
h ad a grudge against Musgrove on 
account of previous arrests. 
“ Th e citizens are greatly en­ 
raged, as Musgrove is a quiet and 
inoffensive man and a faith ful of- 
ficer.”
